June 2023 City Manager Update

This past year has been very memorable for the Community, City Council and City Staff. The City was the
recipient of approximately $1.6 million in COVID-related emergency funds, via the American Rescue Plan
Act (ARPA). Council appropriated the funds to cover the cost of replacing water meters across the City,
financially contributing to the purchase of an ambulance for the Scappoose Rural Fire District, support
for the Columbia Economic Teams newly formed Small Business Resource Center, purchasing a new
vehicle for the police department, personnel costs for the police department, funding contingency
budget due to inflation for public works wastewater projects, replacement of an aged water main, and
Habitat for Humanity's affordable housing project. These funds have been distributed to the applicable
departments and neighboring agencies and projects are well underway.

The community welcomed a new Mayor, for the first time in over a decade, and new members of
Council. This new group has brought fresh ideas and energy with which to tackle ongoing and upcoming
projects and set new policy for the City.

City Staff have remained incredibly busy and were able to address the day-to-day operations of the City
while also achieving many of the goals identified by Council in FY 2022-2023 including:
